As  we  emphasized  last  week 
in  Luke's  mcduatkal  ctocumen- 
talkm  of  the  life  of  Jesus,  both 
Mary  and  Joseph  received 
divine  revelattcm  to  give  them 
the  courage  and  rescilve  to  tell 
such  an  unlikely  story.  But 
what  was  it  that  pushed  them 
into  such  an  unlikely  journey? 


Sure,  they  probably 
knew  of  the  prophecy 
that  the  Messiah  would 
be  bom  in  Bethlehem 
(Mkah  5'.2)  and  antici¬ 
pated  being  in 
Bethlehem  when  the 
tlms  came  but  there 
are  a  lot  of  things  writ¬ 
ten  in  God's  word  that 
we  ignore  with  far  leaa 
in  me  way  of  excuae. 
If  Mary's  reMponss  in 
Chapter  1  mcideled  me  step# 
to  JeW  in  our  Faith,  Chapter  2 
and  the  birth  of  Christ  models 
the  steps  to  becoming  a 
Diadple  maker. 

Step  1,  An  Act  of 
Faithnilness  (Luke  2:3-7). 
The  call  went  out  for  the  cen¬ 
sus  and  Joaeph  and  Mary 
respondeef  accordingly  even 
though  they  had  a  strong 
motivation  to  ignore  this  par¬ 
ticular  call.  Mary  and  Joorph 
moved  forward  even  mouw 
they  would  be  out  in  the 
weather  for  a  long  period  of 
time  and  pasaing  through  or 
near  a  hoatUe  region.
